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THE GRACIE CASE 


When, a little over = three 
months ago, James Kenneth 
Gracie was sentenced to eight 
yerrs’ hard labour for an offence 
in Shanghai against the Defence 
Regulations, this journal criticised , 
it asa savage sentence, shocking 
to the. public conscience.

REX VERSUS STEANE. 


Thin was the appeal of An- 
thony Cedric Scbantian Steane, 
who was convicted at the Cen- 
tral Criminal Court before My. 
Justice Henn Collins on an in- 
dictment which charged’ him 
with doing acts Hkely to assist 
the enemy with intent to analat 
the enemy, contrary to regula- 
tion 2A of the Defence (Gen- 
eral) Regulationa, 1939. He 
was convicted on the firat count 
of the indictment, and the jury 
were discharged from return:

The Judgment 

The LORD Ciliek JUSTICE

ment of the Lord Chief Justice 
in the Court of Criminal Appeal, 
taken from an. August issue of 
“Times Law Reports,” 
lays down ‘a clear principle of 
taw that where intent is charged 
on an indictment, it is for the 
prosecution to prove it, and that 
before any question of duress, 
nrises, a jury must be satisfied 
that the prisoner had- the inten- 
tion Inid in the indictment.
